It is possible the intent may b© to frame 
him wi.h something, ■ L t his present condition, there is nothing he or vou 
could do about this, H e would be a perfect "patsy". Please include every 
indication of anyone and everyone he was in contact with, no matter how un- 
important the memo or letter might seem to be. If you find the Cuban material 
you said exists, please rush that immediately. 

Have trustworthy friends on the west coast who I can get to look 
into his life there. If there is anything you can provide me about this, please 
do. Include when he went to school, who he then knew, when he was hack there 
and why and who he then knew of had letters from, etc, Thera seems to be a 
federal operation in that town and people from Louisiana instalations may 
recently have been there. 1 

Would you please search his property end see if he had any kind of 
an unusual shirt, any kind of a holster? Any kinds of special straps? 




If you plan to leave on vacation, can you let me know the period? 

If I can soon return, I would want it to be when you are there. 

It Is possible that you were also used, without knowing hbout it. 

Of the names you gave me, I have been able to get cross checks on four from 
someone you do not know. These names seem to have more than ordinary signi- 
ficance. Therefore, I remind you of shat may be important, if you think of 
anything, please make a note of it, no matter how inconsequential whatever 
occurs to you may seem. 

Also, if there ere any others who Godfrey brought home, any who 

may have taken residence with you for a while, please let me know this also. 

If you have heard from Godfrey recently, can you send ms those 
letters? Or from his doctors? What is the last medical report you have on him? 
Who is now in charge of his case? You know, at least one of his doctors has 
an involvement in this case, on the other side. 

When I am there I would like to accept your invitation to visit him 
with you. But before then, I want to go over every scrap of information you 
have, hi-" is another reason for. wanting to see what you have before 1 return. 

Together, this and the information I have received of other interest 
in him, impel me to again encourage you to send me what you can as expeditiously 
as possible. If it is not prohibitive in volumes, can you not send me all of it 
and let me go over it here, bringing it back with me on my return? I really 
think that, if you cannot complete examination of it soon, this would be best. 

I have asked a photographer friend in New Orleans, if snd when he 
has time, to make a copy of the framed picture you have of Godfrey. I think 
it is important to have whatever photographs possible of him at various ages 
and with whatever people he might have been. This story is full of the recur- 
rence of look-alikes. If he calls you end you find any other pictures, would 
you please have him copy those also. 

The code identification you thought his was, I think, not. I think 
T know his. Have you any idea of whose the other may have been? And have you 
found anything tha t might have been credentials of any kind? Or any record of 
his prxo party at hospitals that might indicate anything of this sort? 

Thank you for writing. I would not respond at this length if I did 
not regard it as important. Please send me whatever you can as rapidly as you 
can. It can be important for Godfrey.
